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Editorial Visits. 

North of Stockton, for a few miles, 
the soil is a black clay, impossible to be 
worked in very wet or very dry weather; 
yet, cultivated aright, in good season, 
itis exceedingly productive. Passing 
this, one comes into a region of sandy 
loam, level, easily worked, and all taken 
up in farms of 160 acres. It seems to 
us one of the most desirable agricultu- 
ral regions of the interior of the state. 
The distant prospect, both to the east 
and the west, is that of high mountains; 
while near, the level rich plain, dotted 
with trees, and covered with rich crops, 
stretches away on. all sides, checkered 
with fences, and beautified with build- 
ings, orchards, and all varieties of farm- 
ing civilization. An abundance of good 
water is always found by digging from 
fifteen to twenty-five feet deep, while 
the soil is often sufficiently moist for the 
most of fruits, and many other produc- 
tions, to grow without irrigation. The 
climate is sensibly moderated by the 

ocean breeze, dnd rendered healthy 
from the same cause. 

Over this region, though all settled 
in good, small farms, there is no proper 
central village, for country business, 
short of twelve miles north of Stockton, 
at Woodbridge; or fifteen northeast, at 
Lockford; or fifteen nearly east, at Lin- 
den. The first has been steadily in- 
creasing. It has three brick stores, and 
one large brick drug store, two hotels, 
a good flouring mill, and all other ac- 
companiments for a village, but no 
church, though public worship is held 
once each alternate Sabbath in their 
Temperance Hall. Above this, for ten 
miles to Lockford, is a region of forest 


trees—noble old live oaks, with a few. 


other varieties, from which large quant- 
ities of fire wood have been cut for the 
San Francisco market, while immense 
quantities still remain to be cut. 


Lockford occupies one of the most 
delightful positions for a village we 
know of in this valley region, standing 
on the edge of the high plain, forty 
feet above the wide, rich, Mokelumne 
river bottoms, on the northwest. It is 
above all possible floods, to which the 


country farther down is occasionally 


subject. Here two stores and one hotel, 
with other buildings, form the nucleus 
of atown, which must be permanent. 
Good families are settled in the country 
around—families of moral principle and 
enterprise. At this point has been or- 
ganized, for the last six years, a small, 
independent, church of Christ, while a 
mile and a half below there has been 
for alonger time a Methodist church. 
During the last two years, in connec- 
tion mostly with the labors of Rev. Mr. 
Powell, both these churches have been 
greatly blessed in the addition to their 
numbers of many, on profession of faith 
in Christ. Two revivals have been en- 
joyed, and the work of grace seems still 
progressing. Earnest efforts are now 
being made at Lockford for the building 
of a place of worship for the church 
here organized. The organization is 
the same as the early Puritans observed. 
Rejecting sectarian namesand measures, 
all who love our Lord in sincerity, and 
choose to connect themselves together, 
unite, to be known as a church of Christ, 
in the locality. Then, recognizing the 
Bible as the only sure rule of faith and 
practice, they determine from it their 
own written creed, regulations, and by- 
laws; governing themselves by the vote 
of the majority, as an independent body, 
answerable only to Christ, as the head 
of the church. This is the true scrip- 
tural and apostolic method, and the 
linisters observing it aré the true apos- 
tolical successors, Five miles above is 
another church of the same order, called 
the First Congregational church of 
Christ, at Poland. Mr. Powell preaches 
here each Sabbath morning, and at 


_Lockford in the evening. 


// Twelve miles south of here, and east, 
across the CaJaveras river, is the village 
of Linden, abeut the size of the others 
mentioned, and similarly situated, with 
a large, rich, agricultural region around 
it. They have a moderate Methodist 
Episcopal church and building. This 
town is upon.one.of the. main roads from 
Stockton to the mountains, once greatly 
traveled; but now tinies have changed, 


— 
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and few heavy teams drag their slow 
course along towards the old regions of 
the mines. Fourteen miles above we 
passed one of the once lively towns of 
the foot hills, called Jenny Lind. A few 
good families yet live in the region, la- 


menting that they have no public relig-| 


ious privileges, not even a Sunday 
school. 
/ Ascending the high hills to the south, 
we entered the long dividing valley of 
the Bear Mountain range, with its high 
ridges on the east and west, leaving a 
most romantic region of nearly level 
land, three or four miles wide, between 
them. At the southern extremity of 
this valley, or fairly out of it on the 
descent to the south, is Copperopolis, a 
town famous for the one rich copper 
mine of the coast—the Union claim; but 
now most unhappily checked in all 1ts 
material prosperity. We have never be- 
fore visited a place so suddenly, and so 
deranged in all its prospects. 
In ‘the depreciation of the price of cop- 
per in the market, and in a combination 
of other unfavorable circumstances, 
there seems to have been involved the 
failure of Mr. C. T. Meader, in whom 
all had the greatest confidence; and by 
his failure—since he was the principal 
owner and sole manager of the mine— 
other leading men became alarmed, and 
all work on the different claims, except 
the Union, ceased entirely, while as lit- 
tle was done in that as was consistent 
with the safety of the mine itself. The 
engine yet runs daily, doing little or no 
more work than to keep the water out. 
No one can say when there will be a 
change for the better, and the result is, 
that a large majority of the people in 
the town have left their homes standing 
vacant, while those families who yet re- 
main appear entirely uncertain what to 
do. In this state of things there is one 
most cheering fact—a precious revival 
of religion has been progressing in their 
one church. Kev. Mr. Wible has 
preached once in two weeks to the 
people for the last six months, and, dur- 
ing the week previous to our visit, had 
preached each evening. A number had 
expressed decided hope in Christ. The 
meetings were to be continued.

We have been requested to publish 
the following ‘‘ Historical Sketch,” taken 
from the recently issued church manual 
of the Second Congregational Church: 
Early in the year 1854, a small wooden 
building was erected among the sand- 
hills, at the corner of Geary and Mason 


streets, for use as a house of worship. 


It stood then far out of town, and was 
very conspicuous on account of the ele- 
vation of the ground on which it stood. 
It was erected under the auspices of the 
Rev. dates Wood, previously of Stock- 
‘ton. He preached in it to afew people 
iseveral months. His health failed, and 
he removed to Los Angeles. At that 
early day there were not many families 
living in the vicinity of the building. 
The religious work was suspended, and 
the structure, afterward known as the 
**Little Brown Church,” became private 
property. However, in the autumn of 
1854, the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation commenced a Sunday School in 
the building, and maintained it for some 
months with marked fidelity. It came 
to pass, at length, that those who were | 
connected with the school were almost 
all of them young men of the First Con- 
From year to year, with the growth 
of the population in the district, the 
school increased in numbers, in interest, 
and in efficiency. A prayer-meeting 
was begun in connection with the school 
in the early part of the year 1861, and. 
was well maintained. In the autumn 
of 1861, it was deemed advisable to es- 
tablish public worship on the Lord’s 
day. The necessary arrangements were 
made, and the Rev, John Kimball, who 
had preached the previous year at Grass 
Valley, was engaged to take charge of, 
the en and conduct the wor- 
ship. He began his very diligent, ac- 
ceptable, and successful labors in. No- 
vember, 1861; and he continued in them 
abundantly until January, 1863, when 
he resigned, and went to the East, to 
do service in the armies of his country. 
At first, he was, while in service on this 
field, under the general care and sup- 
port of the First Congregational church. 
A church organization, of twenty-six 
members, was effected at the ‘Little 
Brown Ohurch,” by’ the advice of a 
Council, on the 12th of January, 1862, 
and called the Second Congregational 
Church of San Francisco. A few days 
later, in the same month, an Eeclésias- 
tical Society was organized to co-operate 
with this church im the support of the

ber, 1862, the chureh and society invited 
the Rev. J. A. Benton, of Sacramento; 
to act as their pastor, for the term of

HOW I AND SOME OF MY COMPANIONS BECAME 
ANGELS. 

A large company of us—men, women, 
and children—after an extraordinary 
eonvulsion of nature, found ourselves 
in a region cut off from the rest of the 
world, where our only means of sub- 
- sistence for an indefinite period was to 
be procured from trees, in the shape of 
fruits and nuts. -The new and strange 
conditions of existence soon became 
fatal to a large portion of our number— 
all the more feeble or inexpert,—who 
were obliged to succumb in the struggle 
for life, under the competition with their 
stronger or more skillful fellows. While 
our food hung low on the trees, and 
was abundant, all could easily procure 
a supply; but soon this was consumed, 
and it became necessary to reach up and 
make considerable exertion to obtain our 
supplies.

About the same time another change, 
which had been imperceptibly going on 
for a long period, attracted particular 
notice. We found, that in proportion 
as we used our wings, and obtained the 
fruits and nuts, that grew far out in the 
sun and air, the less we needed to sat- 
isfy hunger, and, at the same time, the 
lighter and more éthereal became our 
bodies. Between these two processes, 
which were going on simultaneously, 
viz., the rapid growth of our wings, and 
the etherealization of our bodies, we 
were soon able, or the best wings of us, 
to crawl out, and support ourselves on 
small twigs, or jump a score or more of 


yards up into the air, and alight gently. 


For a long while we supposed this 
was the limit of our departure from the 
old human standard, It was really but. 
the beginning. Another long and dis- 
tressing period of scarcity, a famine I 
might call it, followed. The feebler 


wings—for long since we had been in 
the habit of reckoning the population 
by wings—perished. Only the stronger 
survived, and we only by dint of the 
most painful efforts. During this period 
our only means of subsistence chanced 
to grow very near the highest points of 
the trees, where they had the greatest 
possible amount.of sun and :air. This 
circumstance introduced the wings to a 
new era in their history; for, while it 
it called into use a vast amount of our 
latent wing-power, it, at the same time, 
told rapidly on the etherealizing pro- 
cess, which our physical systems were 
undergoing. Between the two, I and 
a few 6f my companions at length found 
that our bodies were so light; and our 
wings so strong, that we could over- 
come, for some minutes, the force of 
gravitation in the heavy air of the val- 
leys, and fly at will. After a while we 
could do it on the hills; 
mountains also. We. now had the per- 
fect choice of our food, and as a little 
sufficed, we plucked only the most deli- 
cate fruit of the sun, and found, after a 
time, that our bodies were so ethereal 
that a few ounces of this would satisfy 
us for weeks, while we roamed through 
the air over the lands and oceans.

On 
their retiirn to Honolulu, Mt. Thurston’ 
continued much as he had been—able 
to walk about, and even to attend meet- 
ing on the Sabbath. t think ‘he might 
have held on to life considerably longer 
but for a wound he received on one of 
his feet’ by the *stroke of an axé, and 
which made it necessary that his great 
toe should bé amputated. For a time 
it seemed that our brother would not 
survive the Shock; and, though he did 
recover, so as to be about the house, 

still it is not unlikely that his days were 

|shortened from this canse. He grad- 
| ually failed, till near the close of the 

| past year, when his descent to the grave 

became much tore rapid, and on the 
11th of the present month he closed his 
eyes on terrestrial things, and entered, 

as we have the best of evidence to be- 

lieve, into the joy of his Lord. 

Mr. Thurston graduated at Yale Col- 
lege, in 1816; and at Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary in.1819; was married 
to Miss Lucy Goodale soon after leay- 
ing the seminary. Mrs. Thurston sur- 
vives to mourn.his loss. He was the 
father of Mrs. Persis G..Jay, the wife 
of Rev. Townsend E. Taylor, of your 
state. Two children preceded him in 
their death, and three survive him. 


I have known, Mr. Thurston nearly | 


forty years, and I highly respected him 
as a minister of Christ, and as a mis- 
sionary of the cross. He was unfeign- 
edly modest, reserved, unpretentious. 
He seemed to act from the maxim, that, 
as a man has two ears, and hut one 
mouth, he should hear much, and speak 
little. This was certainly true of him. 
For many years I sat with him at the 
annual meetings of the mission. At the 
calling of our roll, each morning, the 
name of Thurston was pronounced once 
only. He seldom made a speech—never 
longer than one’s finger—though always 
ready to act, and to act right. He never 
declined acting on committees, and 
when chairman, prepared and read many 
able reports. Soon after his arrival at 
Honolulu he preached, occasionally, in 
English, and I am told that often his 
discourses were remarkable for their 
power—always for their faithfulness to 
the souls of his hearers. But his forte 
was preaching the Gospel in Hawaiian 
to the poor people. It was. a feast. of 
fat things to hear him preach, so. per- 
fect was his native language; tone, and | 
gesture. His translations.of Scripture 
were excelleut, and everything he. said 
or wrote in Hawaiian showed the hand 
of the workman. And while we may all 
well mourn his loss, we bless God for 
His great mercy in sparing him so long, 
and we pray that his mantle may fall on 
his brethren who survive. |

Convention.—A State Sunday School | 
Convention has been called. The cir- 
cular has been now for some weeks be- 
fore the public. It is to assemble in 
this city the first week in June. We 
have noticed, here and there, an ac- 
count of the appoimtment of delegates 
to this convention. But we fear there 
is not action enough, as yet, in this mat- 
ter to assure a large attendance. A 
large attendance is wanted. Unless it 
be large, the convention will not meet 
the hopes of those who have devised it. 
There are some good Sunday schools in 
this state. There ought to be many 
more. There will be more schools and 
better ones if this convention shall be 
made a success. The officers and friends 
of the good and successful schools must 
come to the convention to show ethers 
‘how to succeed; the officers and friends 
of the less useful schools must come to 
be taught, to be shown their deficien- 
cies, and how to remove them. We 
entreat all schools to send representa- 
tives and to appoint them at once. And 


we hope every church will have a dele-|. 


gate present who shall return to tell 
each church what it ought to do further 
-in the Sunday school cause. Our 
schools can all be improved. They 
ought not to be thought perfect till ev- 
ery child is in them, and every child in 
them is a christian, in present power or 
certain hope. Let all our Sunday 
schools and churches resolve that the 
convention shall be large, enthusiastic, 
and grandly successful. 


Urau.—The Mormon situation is not 
at present much discussed. Yet it is 
an interesting situation. Railways are 
approaching the heart of the Mormon 
country from each side. There is not 


likely to be a very large immigration to 
Utah this season. In fact, we suppose 
that the Mormon emissaries in Europe 
have done about all they are able to do 
in the way of inducing people to leave 
Europe for Utah. The people of all 
countries are better informed than they 
were years ago concerning the Mor- 
mons. The truth of things is not fa- 
vorable to emigration. Our national 
authorities are beginning once more to 
scrutinize affairs in that territory. The 
rebellion and the long war turned away 
the nation’s gaze from Utah: Now its 
affairs are receiving fresh attention. It 
is thought that the Congressional dele- 
gate may be sent home, as unfit to hold 
a seat in Congress, on the ground of an 
oath he has taken of hostility to the 
United States. Mr. McGrorty, who 
contests the seat of Hooper, probably 
has no title to the seat, but he will 
merit the thanks of all of us if he shall 
so expose the nefarious things in Utah, 
that our people shall be forced into the 
work of reform in that region. Mor- 
monism must be modified or expunged.

The sure foundation is not found in 
any system of doctrinal belief. Philor- 
ophy has always been proffering and 
puffing its panaceas for a world’s wick- 
edness.and misery. Sometimes they 
are in somé political reorganization— 
some ideal republic; sometimes in some 
social reorganization—the destruction 
of inequalities in rank, or wealth, or 
culture, or position. Sometimes the 
remedy is physical, teaching the laws 
of bodily health, and proclaiming a 
muscular christianity. Often the rem- 
edy is educational, proposing to train 
the intellect, and so to purify the heart. 
The world’s history is full of proposi- 
tions and experiments of these sorts, 
every one of which must fail. Even 
christian doctrines will not do to build 
christian character upon. Of-even the 
doctrine of Jesus, as the Christ, Ols- 
hausen well says: ‘‘It is the foundation 
of the only true theology, but not of 
the living church. It is the living 
Christ himself, who is called the corner- 
stone.” 
We have seen the great truths of the 
gospel shelved in men’s memories, like 


médicinal herbs—dead, dried, and lab-| 


eled, and ‘‘warranted to keep.” As a 
basis of moral character the columns of 
the multiplication table would have 
answered just as well. We have seen 
them held in sectarian bitterness, made 
to be the shibboleths of schools, drag- 
ged down into ecclesiastical courts, and 
made the unwilling occasions of malice 
and evil-speaking, among those who 
should have loved as brethren. We 
have seen how men, most sensitive to 
petty heresies, could be also narrow in 


with the surveyors, and have floated 
their scrip, at once, on every nice tract 
of land, as soon as the survey was ap- 
proved. These persons knew just when 
to be on hand, and where to make the 
best locations. It is of the greatest im- 
portance that our University lands be 
quickly located, in order that the insti- 
tution may have the advantage of their 
appreciation in value.

Poundations. 
A right character is a living edifice. 

We must spoil the figure, if we would 
state the truth. It is not enough to call, 
it a living bedy, or a.living tree, devel- 
oping itself in virtue of the life within. 
It must be wrought upon, with con- 
scious, constant, effort. It must be built 


the line of duty, under the direction of 
the Master. But it can be built only of 
living stones, and it is itself, all through, 
a living temple; of it ‘is, at ‘best, a 
whited sepulchre. 

We ask for the foundation, on which 
to build this living edifice. Many foun- 
dations are proffered us—which one 
‘‘standeth sure?” We leok,for it, in 
vain, in ethical systems, or rules of mor- 
ality. Opposers have sometimes been 
at great pains to gather, out of the heaps 
of rubbish in classic moralizing, some 
gems fit to be placed side by side with 
Christ’s sermon on the Mount. What 
if they should suéceed? The difficulty 
never was to find out what ‘was right, 
seo much as how to, gain the inward 
strength, the firmness of resolve to do 


science, with its urgencies, its rebukes, 
its remorse, has always been truer and 
better than the heart with which it dealt. 
precepts—so just,. 
80 pure, so practical; so simple, and yet 
so comprehensive; so searching, and yet 
80 affectionate; uttered in tones of au- 
thority, as by one whose word was law; 
yet appealing not in vain to our own 
sense of right; and we stand im ewe: of 
such a Teacher; we confess that never 
man spake like him. But one may have 
these precépts of Jesus at ‘hit 
end, may study them eriti¢ally, approve 
and defend them; and yet not have the 
beginning of a christian character.

Christ asks to be 
something eise to us than the center of 
our creed—semething nearer, dearer 
far—and if he cannot be that, our creed 
is worthless to us, except for our con- 
demnation. 

The sure foundation is not found in 
any historical facts, as such; not even 
in the cross of Christ thus viewed. It 
is not Christ crucified, but rather Christ 
risen, living, present, dwelling in us, by 
which we can be made just. Certainly, 
we insist on the great facts of the gos- 
pei. We prove them carefully. We 
study them earnestly. We believe them 
heartily. Weuse them constantly. Our 


| hopes would die, if they should disap- 


pear. But for what do we use them? 
Not to build on them; not to make them 
our foundation, but to learn by them who 
and what He is—that living, personal, 
frend and Savior, who is our corner- 
stone. We go to the ‘cross and the 
tomb, notte Jesus there. He is 
not there; he is risen. We look at the 


up, stone upon stone, act upon act, in} place where the Lord lay, and the most 


precious fact we learn is, that he lies 


Ghete nd’ more. The tomb is empty. 


The cross itself has fallen. Gethsemane 
is silent; its olives are deserted. Jesus 
is not there; but here, in our homes, 
and in our hearts. And the love that 
prayed on the cross, now pleads for us 
at the throne. The goodness that un- 
derwent our cursé on earth, that lived 
our life of trial, want, and ‘toil, and 
wrestled in our agonies, and died our 
death, is ‘‘the same yesterday, to-day, 
and forever.” It is not what that good- 
ness waa, but what it is, and is to be, 
that gives.a basis for our hopes; nor 
that which Christ has done, but what 
he is doing for us, in us, evermore. 
Thus, then, we come out at Paul's 
word: “Other foundation ‘can no’ man 
lay than that ie laid, which.is Jesus 
Christ;” not christian ethics, not christ- 
ian theology, not christian traditions of 
fact, or rite, or song—much less the

But, he eays, they for- 
get several important things: First, that 
there is far less difference in the teach- 
ing and practice of the various sects to 
which they refer, than thére is among 
the clergy of their own so ‘*united ” 
church. Secondly, that theirown coun- 
trymen may be divided into two classes 
—those who are indifferent about or in- 
capable of forming a religious opinion, 
and those each of whom forms a relig- 
ious sect by himself; the latter class in- 
cluding nearly all the thoughtful. In 
one sense, he says, Germany is com- 
pletely overrun with sects, the only dif- 
ference between them and us being that 
they evince theif sectarianism by not 
doing what other people do, whereas we 
in England and America evince sectari- 
anism by carrying into practice what we 
think. Germans are negatively secta- 
rian; we are positively sectarian. It is 
next to impossible to bring a dozen ed- 
ucated people ‘‘ under one hat,” as they 
express it, for any purpose whatever. 
After this characterization, the writer 
goes on to enumerate a large number of 
sects, some of which we feel quite sure 
were never heard of in this country. 

An effort is being made in the English 
Parliament to throw open the Universi- 
ties to'all comers; to grant to all the 
same privileges that are now granted 
onlyto those who belong to the estab- 
lished church, or, at least, accept its 
theology. This effort is most earnestly 
opposed by Dr, Pusey, Dr. Jelf, and 
forty other gentlemen, who sign a pe- 
tition to Parliament against it, on the 
ground that ‘“‘not only will unity of 
faith and worship be inevitably destroy- 
ed in the Universities and Colleges, but 
with the overthrow of a definite creed, 
and of a common form of prayer, the| 
very basis of a christian education will 
disappear from among us.” The editor 
of the Christian World replies to this 
reagoning in a very conclusive article, | 
and says, among other things, that the | 
evils prophesied do not seem to have 
followed in the case of the Scottish 
Universities. They are free and open, 
and yet the Scottish Universities are not 
infidel. Scotland has not relapsed into 
paganism. B.

Feeding Milch Cows. 


There is a large class of dairymen who 
are engaged in supplying large towns 
and cities with milk. they to 

ly families daily whose wants are 
it is an object of great 
importance to secure in their herds a 
yniform flow of milk throughout the 
year. This is done by a regular sucess- 
sjon of new milch cows, coming in every 
month, but this is very expensive, if 
you have to purchase new cows or to 
exchange your own extra milkers fcr 
what you can find in the market. In 
the recent Agricultural meeting at Hart- 
ford. Conn., the discussions turned 
quite largely upon this topic. All the 
milkmen present agreed upon three 
things, viz.: the importance of a good 
selection of cows, all to be extra milkers; 
the cows to calve in regular succession, 
so far as the matter could be controlled; 
and extra feeding, especially in the win- 
ter. All agreed upon the importance 
of good shelter, but some preferred a 
couple of hours of sunshine for their 
cows in the middle of the day, while 
others kept them in the barn from fall 
to spring. The last could not perceive 
any ill effects from the confinement. On 
the contrary, they thought the exposure 
to the cold required more food and less- 
ened the flow of milk. Nearly all were 
agreed upon the great value of cutting 
the long fodder. One thought that in 
cutting for his herd of thirty cows, the 
saving paid for his cutter, which cost 
$130, twice a year. All were agreed 
upon the superior value of early cut 
hay for producing milk. There was 
nuch solicitude manifested to learn how 
to secure a full flow of milk in the 
months of November and December, 
during the change from grass to hay. 
S. M. Wells, of Hartford Co., begins 
early in the fall with green fodder, and 
follows it with rye sown in August on 


his richest land. This gives an excel- | ( 


lent green fodder until the snow falls. 
Then he feeds root and steamed hay. 
He has water brought into his manger, 
80 that the cows can drink at pleasure, 
which he has seen them do seventeen 
times ir aday. They are carded regu- 
larly, and kept in warm, clean and well 
ventilated stables. He feeds, in addi- 
tion to the above, rowen, roots, and 
cotton-seed meal, linseed meal and bran, 
He feeds very liberally, and reported a 
very large average yield of milk. In 
one case when he wanted to secure a 
large amount of Sutter, he fed one of 
his cows daily with six quarts of cotton- 
seed meal, four quarts of corn meal, 
and four quarts of bran, besides other 
fodder. H.S. Collins commences early 
with green corn fodder, and follows it 
up with steamed food. He uses some 
parsnips and other roots, but thinks 
they are chiefly valuable for giving cat- 
tle an appetite. It may be stated here 
that Mr. Collins has a very stubborn 
soil, in which he finds it difficult to grow 
toots, and this probably influences his 
opinion. He makes great use of corn 
stalks cut up by the roots, and thinks 
them equal in value-to good hay, when 
cut ine and steamed. One gentleman, 
Who had about fifty head of cattle, grew 
tabbages very largely as a feed for his 
milch cows. . These hints ought, to be 
of value to butter makers as well as to 
the milk producers. With proper care 
siven to extra feeding, it would be easy 
i most dairies to prolong the butter

Reconstructing Horses. 


An old horse is as liable to show the 
inevitable signs of age as a human being; 
his teeth will protrude at an un nt 
angle; he will have deep pits over his 
eyes, owing to the absorption of the 
subcutaneous fat, and gray hairs will 
make their over his coat. 
To get rid of these signs of age, the 
professional beanty of the stable pos- 
sesses appropriate devices. ‘The prac- 
tice of filing down the teeth is well 
known, but to give a horse a smooth- 
surfaced tooth would deceive but few, 
as the cavities and the dark markings 
in the teeth of all horses are too well 
known; but man is equal to the occasion. 
The ‘‘ bishoping” process restores, by 
the aid of a hot- iron, in appearance at 
least, the dark mark of the cavities 
which appear on the biting edges of all 
young horses. The process of filling up 
the depressions over an old horse’s eyes 
is another matter that requires the art 
of an adept. Th's is termed ‘‘puffing 
the glims.” The skin over the cavity is 
punctured, and the cover then fills it 
with air from his mouth; the aperture 
closes, and the brow becomes as smooth 
as in any youthful horse—for a time. 
The white hairs of approaching age are 
painted out, and the animal puts on 
an appearance quite as good as many a 
dowager of May Fair does at an evening 
assembly—provided she is not scrutin- 
ized too narrowly.—Cassell’s Magazine. 


Clover and Timothy. 


A. Hadley, in a communi¢ation to the 
North-western Farmer, gives. what he 
regards three important reasons why 
clover should always be grown with 
timothy. First, the clover being ta 
rooted penetrates deeply, stands drouth, 
mellows the soil, and the timothy grovs 
much stronger and holds up the clover. 
Secondly, if sown for cacao the 
timothy almost universally prevents the 
clover from swelling cattle. Thirdly, 
hay is too binding, especially for cattle, 
and clover too washy, (succulent,) hence 
both together are better than either 
alone. To these we may add under the 
head of the first, that where grass comes 
in a rotation, it is of the utmost import- 
ance on a clay soil, that at least a part of 
this grass crop be clover, It will serve 
to mellow and loosen the heavy soil in a 
remarkable degree, so that when turned 
over with a plough, it will not only be 
rich, but loose and friable. If, on the 
other hand, timothy alone is sown, 
which some do because the hay sells 
better,) the sod will turn over heavy and 
clammy, and be unfit for any crop which 
is to follow. ‘The same correspondent 
says that he is parcial to rye for calf or 
sheep pasture, .which he occasionally 
sows in the summer or autumn, after a 
crop of corn: and then, after being past- 
ured winter and spring, it is turned un- 
der for a spring erop—corn, if the soil 
be strong enough—or it may be allowed 
to go to harvest.-—Co. Gent. 


Chewing the Cud. 


Ruminating animals gather their food 
rapidly, give it a few cuts with the teeth, 
and swallow it. It goes to the interior 
receptacle, where it is; moistened; this 
is very essential if it be dry hay. When 
the animal has filled himself, he masti- 
cates the food thus stored away in his 
stomach, raising it cud by cud. When 
a portion is completély masticated it 
passes to another receptacle, and the 
progress cf digestion goes on. Thus 
an ox, if left to himself, will raise and 
masticate all his food thus stored away 
in his stomach. If he be pushed and 
worked hard, and does not have time to 
masticate, he falls off in flesh, his health 
is poor, his digestion is incomplete. 
The horse, on the contrary, however 
much in a hurry he may be, must mast- 
icate each mouthful before he swallows 
it. A hungry ox let into a meadow will 
fill himself in twenty minutes, while a 
horse would want at least an hour and 
twenty minutes to take the same amount 
ofgrass. Théox,the deer, sheep, goat, 
chamois and rabbit, being the natural 
prey of ferocious beasts, are endowed 
with the extra stomach in which hastily 
to store away the food without mustica- 
tion ; this may ‘perhaps be regardéd ‘as 
@ wise provivion of. nature, enabling 
them to isally forth where»the» food is 
plenty, and in a short .time fill them- 
selves and retire to a place of safety to 
ruminate their food at their leisure.—
